TH E S C H O O L S 


e chooI Board differs from the Borough Council in that it is 
a 
tate institution. It is subject, not to its own laws, but to the 
avvs enacted by the State of [Pennsylvania. For instance, the 
sa aries of teachers are set by the State. 
This prevents the local 
ooard from completely controlling its expenditures and com­ 
pels it to maintain a higher tax rate to meet the fixed expenses 
of the State requirements. 
Despite this, year after year a Republican Board of School 
t Erectors has supervised the operation of the Borough schools 
*n sue. h an able and efficient m anner that expenses have been 
kept at a minimum. The local school tax rate is 16 mills. The 
economy and efficiency of the School Board is apparent if this 
rate is compared with those of som e other communities in the 
County. Morrisville has a school tax rate of 25 m ills; 'Quaker­ 
town and Perkasie Boroughs both have a rate of 19 mills; in 
South Langhorne it is 20 mills. 
I he Borough of Bristol, with an enrollment in its schools 
of 2100 students and with a faculty of more than seventy 
leachers, is providing up-to-date an d sound education for its 
children. Due to the wise guidance of the School Board, the 
cost of this vital service is low, as show n by the tax rate. 
Such a School Board deserves the support of every citizen. 
The present Republican candidates for election to the Board 
are men who will continue the B oard’s fine record of service 
to the community. It is a service which must be continued, 
for the good of the Borough.
